NOTES  ON  THE  CLEANING  AND  PRESERVATION  OF 

ANCIENT  COINS. 

By  I.  M.  Allen  and  Anthony  Wootton. 

1.  Introduction:  Patina  and  Active  Corrosion. 

How  to  set  about  the  satisfactory  cleaning  of  ancient  coins  is,  it  will  readily  be 
admitted,  something  of  a  problem  to  the  average  collector,  especially  if  he  has  little 
or  no  practical  knowledge  of  chemistry.  As  one  writer  remarked  some  years  ago 
in  the  Bulletin ,*  there  is  a  definite  pleasure  to  be  gained  from  rescuing  a  corroded 
and  unrecognisable  coin  from  seeming  total  ruin,  and  seeing  it  gradually  improve 
under  careful  restoration:  it  is  surely  one  of  the  great  joys  of  coin  collecting.  The 
collector  who  can  invariably  amass  only  the  finest  specimens  must  obviously  be  in 
the  minority ;  and  the  fact  is  that  the  ordinary  collector  will  almost  inevitably  obtain 
some  of  bis  coins  in  a  corroded  condition.  Consequently,  he  needs  guidance  as  to 
safe  and  easy  methods  of  cleaning  and  preserving  such  specimens.  Over  the  past 
few  years,  the  writers  have  read  much  that  has  been  written  about  the  treatment 
of  ancient  metals  in  general.  Coins  have  unfortunately  received  scant  attention 
in  this  way,  and  it  is  only  in  certain  numbers  of  the  Bulletin  and  some  few  other 
publications  that  they  have  found  anything  like  constructive  views  on  the  subject. 
Much  of  what  has  been  written  is  controversial,  because  one  can  rarely,  if  ever,  lay 
down  exact  rules  for  cleaning  ancient  coins,  since  the  alloys  used  in  their  production — 
the  antique  coin  of  unadulterated  metal  (i.e.,  100%  purity)  being  almost  unknown — 
varied  so  much.  Consequently,  each  coin  should  be  considered  as  a  problem  in 
itself.  Certain  very  general  rules  can,  however,  be  suggested,  and  these  the  writers 
will  take  the  liberty  of  offering  to  the  reader  in  some  later  issues  of  the  Bulletin. 
The  principal  metals  which  have  been  used  for  coins  in  antiquity  will  be  discussed, 
a  separate  dissertation  as  to  methods  of  cleaning  being  devoted  to  each.  While  it 
is  not  by  any  means  intended  that  these  notes  be  taken  as  the  last  word  on  the  subject,

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yet  they  are  based  on  many  years  first-hand  experience  in  the  conservation  of 
ancient  metals,  including  many  coins. 

As  an  introduction  to  a  description  of  cleaning  methods,  it  may  be  worthwhile 
to  devote  some  space  to  making  quite  sure  of  the  difference  between  a  pleasant,  non¬ 
destructive  patina ,  which  it  is  nearly  always  unwise  to  remove,  and  active  or  tempo¬ 
rarily  inert  corrosion.  Even  if  a  patina  is  imperfect  or  incomplete,  it  is  often 
dangerous  to  attempt  its  removal ;  on  the  other  hand,  active  corrosion  must  obviously 
be  removed  or  further  damage  to  the  coin  will  result.  Most  people  interested  in 
ancient  coins  are — to  take  one  period  for  an  example — familiar  with  the  fine  large 
bronzes  (sestertii  and  dupondii)  of  the  first  two  or  three  centuries  of  the  Roman 
Empire.  Many  of  these  display  a  fine  patina,  often  some  shade  of  green;  indeed, 
to  the  ordinary  person  the  green-bronze  colour  of  a  Roman  coin  is  the  natural 
appearance  for  such  an  object:  the  green  makes  it  look  ancient,  and  it  usually  is. 
Of  course,  such  a  patina  can  easily  be  produced  artificially  by  a  competent  chemist, 
and  should  not  therefore  be  considered  an  invariable  indication  of  antiquity; 
however,  since  we  are  not  here  concerned  with  forgeries,  but  the  cleaning  of  genuine 
specimens,  we  can  ignore  that  aspect  of  numismatics — fascinating  as  the  subject 
undoubtedly  is.  Let  us  now,  then,  examine  the  differences  between  patina  and 
active  corrosion: — 

(a)  Patina  is  a  complete,  thin,  uniform  and  usually  stable  layer  of  non-active 
corrosion  products  which  covers  the  underlying  metal  (without  obscuring 
the  basic  design),  thereby  protecting  it  from  further  chemical  action  of  soil 
water  and  atmosphere. 

(b)  Active  corrosion  may  be  defined  as  loose  corrosion  products  which  allow 
corroding  agents  to  reach  the  underlying  metal,  while  often  themselves 
actually  containing  such  corroding  agents ;  the  formation  of  these  corrosion 
products  is  thus  a  continuous  process.  Such  action  results  in  the  early 
stages  in  pitting  and  obliteration  of  the  coin’s  legends.  If  allowed  to 
continue  unchecked,  the  corrosion  would,  of  course,  eventually  destroy  the 
coin. 

True  patina,  as  such,  is  only  found  on  copper  or  copper  alloys  (bronze  and  brass). 
In  addition,  since  gold  and  unalloyed  silver  are  corroded  slowly  and  inconspicuously, 
and  other  coinage  metals  like  tin,  iron  and  lead  are  far  less  common,  the  greatest 
space  in  discussing  coin  corrosion  must  obviously  be  devoted  to  copper  and  its 
alloys.  Let  us  now  discuss  these  in  some  detail: — 

(Note:  Since  ancient  coins  when  not  obtained  through  a  dealer  or  other  collector 
are  most  often  gleaned  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  soil,  we  may  discuss 
their  corrosion  mainly  from  this  viewpoint). 

Causes  and  Nature  of  Corrosion  in  Copper  and  Copper  Alloys. 

The  principal  causes  of  corrosion  in  these  metals  are  salts  in  the  soil-water, 
particularly  common  salt  (sodium  chloride).  The  initial  products  or  chemical 
compounds  (often  chlorides)  formed  by  the  action  of  the  salts  in  the  soil  are  later 
altered  to  new  compounds  by  the  action  of  the  oxygen  and  carbon  dioxide  in  the 
aerated  soil.  Often,  organic  acids,  formed  from  the  decay  of  organic  matter,  may 
also  contribute  to  the  corrosion.  The  chemical  reaction  and  compound  formation 
are  due  to  complex  electro-chemical  processes. 
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With  coins  of  unalloyed  copper,  the  patina  (rarely  active  corrosion  in  this  case) 
often  consists  largely  of  the  dark  green  malachite 2  when  they  have  been  lying  in 
aerated  soil  containing  a  large  percentage  of  carbon  dioxide,  or,  in  the  case  of  then- 
being  exposed  to  a  purer  atmosphere,  they  may  form  the  reddish-brown  corrosion 
product  called  cuprite 3:  in  the  case  of  excessive  oxidation,  the  corrosion  products 
may  contain  the  black  tenorite .4  If  common  salt  is  the  corroding  agent  the  initial 
corrosion  products  consist  largely  of  the  greyish-white  nantokitef  which  in  the 
presence  of  water  and  air  is  constantly  being  changed  to  the  pale  green  atacamite .6 
The  latter  compound,  in  the  presence  of  carbon  dioxide,  ultimately  forms  malachite. 
Occasionally,  a  bluish  corrosion  product  containing  azurite 7  may  result,  depending 
upon  the  degree  of  oxidation  and  hydration.  Hydrated  copper  phosphates,  sulphates 
and  nitrates  may  also  be  present  in  the  corrosion  products,  depending  on  the 
corroding  environment  in  which  the  coin  has  been. 

In  the  case  of  bronze  coins,  the  tin  content  is  preferentially  corroded,  producing 
whitish  gelatinous  hydrated  stannic  oxide.  The  presence  of  stannic  oxide  mixed 
with  malachite  often  gives  the  effect  of  paler,  more  pastel  green  patina  tints.  Also 
in  the  case  of  bronze  coins,  the  metallic  copper,  which  has  been  taken  into  solution 
by  the  corroding  action  of  the  salt  in  the  initial  stages  of  corrosion,  is  often  later 
reduced  and  re-deposited;  this  gives  a  brownish-red  colouration  to  the  patina. 
Thus  it  is  clear  that  one  can  obtain  a  very  wide  range  of  colour  effects  in  patina  on 
both  copper  and  bronze  coins.  The  most  important  factors  affecting  the  colour 
of  patina  are  the  proportion  of  the  chemical  compounds,  and  the  size  and  compact¬ 
ness  of  their  crystals.  The  well-known  verdigris  of  brass  is  similar  in  form  to  the 
corrosion  products  of  bronze,  except  that  zinc  compounds  instead  of  tin  are  pre¬ 
ferentially  formed. 

We  have  discussed  the  corrosion  of  copper  and  copper  alloys;  now  we  may  turn 
to  the  other  antique  coinage  metals: — 


Causes  and  Nature  of  Corrosion  in  other  Metals. 


1.  Gold: 


2.  Silver : 

3.  Lead : 


4.  Iron: 


5.  Tin: 


(The  corrosion  of  alloys  of  these  metals  will  be  discussed  later.) 

Coins  of  this  metal  occasionally  exhibit  a  reddish  colouration  due  to 
oxides  at  the  surface  and  also  to  impurities,  particularly  iron.  Such 
compounds  should  not  normally  be  removed,  since  they  are  not  harm¬ 
ful  and  often  indicate  age. 

Greyish  effects  are  due  to  the  formation  of  silver  chloride  ( Cerargyrite 8); 
the  black  to  silver  sulphide  (. Argentite 9).  These  corrosion  products 
should  usually  be  removed  since  they  have  a  disfiguring  effect. 

The  usual  corrosion  product  of  lead  is  the  greyish-white,  powdery, 
basic  carbonate  ( Hydrocerussite 10).  This  should  be  removed  since 
its  presence  is  indicative  of  a  continuous  corrosion  process.  Lead 
corrosion  often  largely  depends  on  the  hardness  of  the  soil  water. 
Corrosion  products  consist  of  oxides  and  hydroxides,  though  the 
salts  of  iron,  e.g.  chlorides,  sulphates  and  carbonates,  may  also  be 
present,  depending  on  the  environment  of  the  metal.  Hydroxides 
and  oxides  give  colours  ranging  from  a  biscuity  yellow  to  reds  and 
black.  Corrosion  products  should  be  removed  since  they  have 
definite  disfiguring  effects.  Iron  corrosion  is  usually  due  to  a  complex 
electro-chemical  process. 

This  metal  does  not  usually  corrode  in  nature;  in  any  case,  antique 
coins  made  from  it  are  very  rare.

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Factors  affecting  Rate  of  Corrosion  in  Antique  Coinage  Metals. 

The  speed  of  corrosion  is  influenced  largely  by  the  percentage  of  the  (intentional) 
alloying  metals  and  by  natural  impurities;  also  by  the  porosity  of  the  metal — a 
porous  metal  allowing  ingress  of  moisture  and  corroding  agents.  Other  factors  to 
be  taken  into  consideration  are  the  concentration  of  the  corroding  agents  in  the  soil ; 
the  soil  temperature,  and  whether  the  soil  water  is  stagnant  or  flowing;  the  degree 
of  aeration;  and,  in  the  case  of  iron  coins,  the  presence  of  certain  forms  of  bacteria. 
The  corrosion  of  iron  is  retarded  by  tannins  in  the  soil.  The  immediate  presence  of 
objects  made  of  nobler  or  baser  metals  may  also  influence  the  rate  of  corrosion; 
thus,  for  example,  in  a  hoard  of  silver  and  copper  coins  the  copper  coins  would 
tend  to  be  preferentially  corroded.  Yet  another  factor  is  that  cast  coins  often 
corrode  more  rapidly  than  homogeneous  annealed  coins.  In  addition,  the  effects 
produced  by  mechanical  working — striking — may  influence  corrosion  to  some 
degree.

THE  AMERICAN  SILVER  DOLLAR: 

PAST,  PRESENT  AND  FUTURE.

“  Will  the  United  States  ever  again  strike  a  new  issue  of  the  silver  dollar,  or 
has  this  piece,  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  American  coinage,  become  a  thing  of 
the  past  ”  ? 

This  question  had  crossed  my  mind  on  a  good  many  occasions  and  no  doubt 
many  of  my  fellow  numismatists  have  asked  the  same  query.  But  before  we  delve 
into  the  prospects  for  the  future,  it  might  be  well  to  retrace  a  bit  of  the  history  of 
the  silver  dollar,  and  we  might  add  that  a  study  of  this  coin  in  many  ways  constitutes 
a  graphic  study  of  the  entire  American  monetary  system. 

The  word  “  Dollar,”  of  course,  evolves  from  the  German  “  Thaler  ”  or  “  Taler  ” 
(the  latter  is  the  modern  spelling),  the  name  first  given  to  this  large  silver  coin. 
Designed  as  a  substitute  for  the  gold  florin,  the  coin  originated  in  the  Tirol  in  1484, 
and  this  new  coinage  was  necessary  when  gold  supplies  in  Europe  began  running 
low  by  the  late  15th  century.  The  silver  taler  seems  to  have  been  just  right  as  to 
size,  weight  and  metal  content,  and  it  was  copied  ail  over  Europe  and  in  the  New 
World,  where  it  became  the  Spanish  dollar  (“  Piece  of  Eight  ”).  Much  later,  after 
the  United  States  came  into  existence,  the  American  dollar  followed  the  taler 
tradition. 

Congress  authorized  the  minting  of  the  silver  dollar  on  April  2,  1792,  with  the 
weight  and  fineness  being  specified  at  416  grains  and  892.4  fine.  The  first  issues 
appeared  in  1794  and  the  silver  dollar  was  minted  (with  a  few  breaks)  for  the  next 
141  years,  until  1935,  and  there  have  been  none  struck  for  the  past  25  years. 

The  first  issue  of  the  silver  dollar  (a  Liberty  head  design)  continued  until 
1804 — the  1804  piece  is  a  classic  rarity  since  only  a  few  specimens  are  known  to 
exist.  Then,  a  36-year  lapse  in  this  coinage  followed,  and  finally  in  1840  a  Liberty 
seated  type  was  struck.  However,  there  were  several  interesting  pattern  dollars 
produced  by  Christian  Gobrecht  from  1836  to  1839,  and  the  seated  figure  of  Liberty 
was  the  resulting  type  that  was  accepted  by  the  mint.  The  weight  was  changed 
by  the  law  of  January  18,  1837  to  41 2  J  grains,  fineness  .900.  This  coinage  was  in 
effect  for  the  next  33  years  (discontinued  by  the  Act  of  February  12,  1873)  and  then 
was  reauthorized  by  the  Act  of  February  28,  1878.  During  this  lapse  in  coinage 
the  gold  dollar  became  the  unit  coin  and  the  trade  dollar  was  used  for  commercial 
transactions  with  the  Orient.  (“  Trade  Dollars  ”  were  struck  between  1873  and 
1885  and  were  issued  for  circulation  in  the  Orient  to  compete  with  the  Mexican 
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peso.  It  is  slightly  larger  than  the  standard  silver  dollar  with  a  weight  of  420  grains. 
The  weight  and  fineness,  .900,  were  stamped  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin). 

The  legal  tender  character  was  restored  to  the  silver  dollar  by  the  Act  of  February 
28,  1878,  known  as  the  Bland- Allison  Act.  The  weight,  412  k  grains,  and  fineness, 
.900,  were  to  conform  with  the  Act  of  January  18,- 1837.  This  issue  is  called  the 
‘  Liberty  Head  ”  or  “  Morgan  Type.”  George  T.  Morgan,  formerly  a  pupil  of 
Wyon  in  the  Royal  Mint  at  London,  designed  the  new  dollar. 

Coinage  of  the  silver  dollar  was  again  suspended  after  1904  when  the  bullion 
supply  became  exhausted.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918,  coinage 
of  the  silver  dollar  was  resumed  in  1921.  The  Morgan  design,  with  some  slight 
refinements,  was  employed  until  the  new  Peace  design  was  adopted  later  in  that  year. 
Thus,  the  United  States  minted  two  different  type  silver  dollars  in  1921,  with  over 
1,000,000  new  Peace  Dollars  being  struck  in  December  1921.  During  the  national 
Convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  in  August  1920  at  Chicago, 
a  resolution  agitating  for  the  striking  of  “  a  Commemorative  peace  coin  ”  was  passed. 
This  resolution  spurred  action  in  the  U.S.  Congress — the  object  was  to  produce  a 
coin  for  general  circulation  to  commemorate  the  declaration  of  peace  between  the 
Allied  Nations  and  the  German  government. 

The  United  States  Peace  Dollar  (minted  during  two  periods:  1921-28;  and, 
1934-35)  is  the  only  coin  issued  by  any  country  in  the  20th  century  on  which  the 
word  “  Peace  ”  is  inscribed.  The  design  of  the  Peace  Dollar  was  selected  by  the 
Fine  Arts  Commission  from  models  submitted  by  a  number  of  prominent  sculptors 
and  is  the  work  of  Anthony  de  Francisci.  The  obverse  of  the  coin  portrays  a  young 
girl’s  head  as  symbolic  of  liberty,  and  the  reverse  shows  an  eagle  in  a  quiet  restful 
position  perched  on  a  mountain  peak  on  which  the  word  “  Peace  ”  is  inscribed. 
From  the  eagle’s  claws  extends  an  olive  branch,  ancient  symbol  of  peace.  The  rays 
in  the  background  represent  the  rising  sun,  or  the  dawn  of  a  new  day.  All  three 
mints  struck  the  last  of  the  silver  dollars  in  1935 — at  Philadelphia,  Denver  and 
San  Francisco. 

Now,  let  us  get  back  to  the  original  question — “  Will  the  United  States  strike  a 
new  issue  of  the  silver  dollar  ”  ?,  and  we  might  add,  “  in  the  predictable  future  ”  ? 
In  order  to  get  this  question  answered  accurately,  I  contacted  the  Superintendent 
of  the  U.S.  Mint  at  Denver,  Colorado,  Mrs.  Alma  K.  Schneider.  And  the  answer 
came  back  clearly  enough,  “  There  is  no  demand  for  striking  more  silver  dollars.” 

But  that  doesn’t  mean  that  silver  dollars  are  no  longer  in  use  in  America  for 
that  coin  is  still  highly  popular  in  the  western  United  States,  and  particularly  in 
Nevada,  the  only  state  in  the  Union  that  permits  legalized  gambling.  Nevada  literally 
seems  to  be  overflowing  with  silver  dollars — banks  and  the  mint  regularly  release 
pieces  with  dates  that  go  back  into  the  1880’s.  They  have  lain  there  that  long  since 
so  many  millions  of  them  were  struck  during  the  West’s  great  silver  strikes  in  the 
1870’s  and  1880’s. 

Mrs.  Schneider  reinforced  my  belief  that  Nevada  undoubtedly  uses  more  silver 
dollars  than  any  other  single  state.  The  Superintendent  also  revealed  that  when 
she  took  charge  of  the  Denver  mint  in  1953,  there  were  1,500,000  uncirculated 
dollars  in  the  vaults  and  during  the  past  seven  years  that  number  has  grown  to  the 
present  32,000,000  standard  silver  dollars !  Why  the  tremendous  increase  ?  These 
are  the  reasons  as  reported  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Denver  mint: 

LTncirculated  silver  dollars  have  been  returned  to  the  Denver  mint  from  both  the 
San  Francisco  mint  (which  was  closed  in  1957)  and  from  the  Philadelphia  mint; 
and  they  have  also  been  returned  from  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  New  York  and 
from  other  banks  around  the  country,  especially  from  the  East.  The  coins  are  simply 
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not  popular  any  more  with  the  public  (except  in  the  West  as  we  have  mentioned) 
because  of  the  weight  factor  in  ladies’  purses  and  men’s  pockets.  Banks  also  do 
not  like  to  take  in  too  many  silver  dollars  since  the  cost  of  transporting  a  great  number 
of  them  is  too  high.  I  recall  one  episode  when  I  took  a  trip  to  Mexico  and  had  a 
difficult  time  trying  to  change  thirty  American  silver  dollars  into  pesos — the  Mexican 
bank  finally  took  them,  but  said  they  don’t  like  to  make  a  practice  out  of  it  because 
of  the  transportation  factor. 

We  should  also  point  out  in  conclusion  that  many  western  banks  keep  silver 
dollars  on  hand,  and  thus  (counting  those  on  hand  at  the  mint)  the  total  number  of 
uncirculated  dollars  in  the  United  States  may  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  40,000,000. 
This  historic  coin,  which  has  been  such  an  intrinsic  part  of  American  history,  may 
not  be  struck  again  during  this  century,  but  we  certainly  have  a  large  enough  supply 
to  keep  silver  dollar  fans  satisfied  for  a  long  long  time.

This  present  volume  is  similar  in  lay-out  to  those  previously  published,  and  brings  the 
collector  of  coins  of  the  German  states  a  little  nearer  to  having  a  complete  and  up-to-date 
reference  book. 

WATSON,  J.  S.  The  Reign  of  George  III,  1760-1815.  (Volume  XII  in  the  series 
“The  Oxford  History  of  England”).  Oxford,  1960.  637  pp.,  4  maps,  cloth,  8J"x5f".

With  the  appearance  of  the  present  volume  this  series  nears  completion,  only  Volume  VI 
(The  Fifteenth  Century)  remaining  to  be  published. 

Although  this  book  actually  falls  short  of  the  death  of  George  III  by  five  years  (finishing 
conveniently  with  the  battle  of  Waterloo),  the  period  covered  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
turbulent  and  important  in  the  social,  political,  and  economic  history  of  this  country. 

At  home  the  industrial  revolution  begins;  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  attained,  mainly 
due  to  the  persistance  of  John  Wilkes,  M.P.,  in  reporting  parliamentary  debates  in  his  paper, 
“  The  North  Briton,”  a  fact  that  is  commemorated  in  the  striking  of  a  half-penny  token  for 
circulation  in  his  constituency,  Middlesex.  Another  important  innovation  during  this  period 
was  the  introduction  by  Pitt  of  Income  Tax. 

Overseas,  we  follow  the  origins  of  the  American  Revolt,  the  battles  of  Lexington  and 
Bunker  Hill,  and  the  final  loss  of  our  colonies;  our  policy  towards  India;  the  war  with  France 
and  Spain,  and  the  careers  of  Nelson  and  Wellington. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Cents  and  Pennies.  (1)  In  response  to  your  editor’s  question  as  to  why  Americans 
commonly  refer  to  the  cent  as  a  penny,  I  believe  you  will  find  your  answer  in  the  difference 
between  the  value  of  the  penny  in  America  at  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution  and  its 
value  in  England. 

You  will  recall  that  it  was  always  a  problem  to  keep  hard  money  circulating  in  circum¬ 
stances  that  existed  in  the  colonies — the  pressure  was  always  to  export  the  money  to  pay  for 
imports.  The  result  was  to  debase  the  local  standard  to  discourage  people  from  exporting 
it  (whether  deliberately  or  unwittingly).  Thus,  at  the  time  the  present  American  monetary 
system  was  being  devised,  the  local  pound  (and  penny)  had  a  value  roughly  half  its  English 
equivalent  (it  varied  widely  in  the  different  colonies).  Since  the  new  American  cent  was 
about  equal  in  size  and  value  to  the  native  “  penny,”  the  name  was  transferred  and  has  stuck 
ever  since. 

I  might  add  that  today  the  coin  is  far  more  often  referred  to  as  “  penny  ”  than  as  cent. 

(2)  As  to  why  Americans  refer  to  “  cents  ”  as  “  pennies,”  a  question  raised  by  the  editor 
of  your  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  word  “  penny  ”  is  used  here 
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generically — i.e.,  referring  to  “  any  copper  coin  of  low  value.”  Of  course,  for  various  periods 
we  had  two  copper  coins  in  circulation,  at  one  time  a  and  a  10  piece,  and  then  a  lg  and  a 
2 1  piece.  Perhaps  the  term  became  more  frequent  when  we  settled  on  one  copper  coin, 
although  it  is  my  impression  that  it  was  used  from  the  very  beginning.  Another  point: 
most  Americans,  unless  they  have  been  to  Britain,  are  not  aware  that  the  British  penny  is 
worth  more  than  the  American  cent.  When  you  use  a  coin  and  a  term  every  day  and  have 
no  contact  with  coinage  of  other  countries,  you  come  to  think  that  your  “  penny  ”  is  the  only 
penny,  just  as  the  Australian  thinks  of  his  pound  as  the  pound,  and  other  pounds  being  New 
Zealand  pounds,  Egyptian  pounds,  pounds  sterling,  but  certainly  not  the  pound,  the  only 
one  that  matters  for  him.  In  other  words,  we  each  react  to  our  environment  as  though  it 
were  the  only  environment,  recognizing  the  existence  of  other  environments  intellectually, 
but  not  emotionally,  unless  forced  to  do  so  by  confrontation  or  other  kind  of  event.  As  you 
see,  I  am  bound  to  explain  this  psychologically,  rather  than  historically. — Dr.  Henry  Clay 
Lindgren ,  San  Francisco. 

(3)  Concerning  your  comment  as  to  the  use  of  the  term  “  penny  ”  /or  the  U.S.  1  cent 
piece  in  the  “  Letters  ”  department,  many  purists  dislike  the  term  for  the  reasons  you  mention, 
but  it  is  so  entrenched  colloquially  that  it  has  become  accepted.  It  can  probably  be  attributed 
to  the  penny  of  the  colonial  “  sterling  ”  currencies  prevalent  in  British  North  America  at 
least  until  1792,  and  till  1868  in  Canada.  In  the  colonial  currencies,  the  value  of  the  Spanish 
dollar — the  standard  of  currency — varied  from  5s.  in  Georgia  to  6s.  in  Virginia  and  New 
England  and  to  8s.  in  New  York,  whereas  the  contemporary  sterling  value  of  the  Spanish 
dollar  was  officially  4s.  6d.  and  apparently  was  in  practice  rated  at  4s.  4d.  or  even  4s.  2d. 
Thus  these  North  American  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  were  worth  much  less  than  the 
English  units;  there  is  little  difference  between  a  dollar  of  96d.  and  one  of  100g.;  the  cent 
could  be  regarded  as  simply  a  decimalized  penny. — L.  W.  AIcCabe,  Seattle,  U.S. A. 

The  Claim  to  France  (September  Bulletin).  (1).  No  historian  or  genealogist  can  accept 
the  claim  of  Edward  III  and  his  descendants  to  the  throne  of  France.  The  only  factual  and 
accepted  claim  is  that  of  Henry  VI,  as  the  following  brief  account  will  show. 

Edward  the  Third  quartered  the  arms  of  France  with  those  of  England  and  assumed  the 
title  King  of  France  in  1337.  His  claim  was  based  on  the  fact  that  his  mother  Isabella  was 
the  only  surviving  child  of  Phillipe  IV  (King  of  France). 

Edward’s  claim  was  not  a  just  one,  as  according  to  the  Gallic  Laws  the  throne  of  France 
could  not  descend  through  the  female  line. 

The  style  was,  however,  retained  by  successive  kings. 

Henry  V  asserting  his  claims  by  force  concluded  with  the  French  the  Treaty  of  Troyes, 
May  21st,  1420,  the  terms  of  which  secured  for  Henry,  viz.: 

(1)  The  regency  of  France  during  the  lifetime  of  Charles  VI  (Charles  had  previously 
been  declared  insane). 

(2)  At  the  death  of  Charles,  the  succession  of  himself  and  his  heirs,  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  Dauphine. 

(3)  The  hand  of  Catherine  of  France  in  marriage. 

Fate,  however,  robbed  Henry  of  the  title  as  he  died  on  the  1st  September,  1422,  six  weeks 
before  Charles.  Consequently  Henry  VI  at  the  age  of  10  months  was  proclaimed  king  at 
Paris  1422.  By  right  of  the  treaty  of  Troyes  he  was  in  fact  King  of  France  and  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  so  until  his  death  in  1471. 

Henry  VI  had  no  surviving  heirs  and  his  successor  Edward  IV  could  only  lay  spurious 
claims  to  France  as  being  the  great-great-grandson  of  Lionel,  second  son  of  Edward  the  Third. 

This  farcical  claim  was  retained,  one  presumes,  in  hope  and  vanity  until  the  latter  years 
of  George  III  when  it  was  formally  relinquished. — G.  H.  Wright. 

(2)  ...  It  might  be  of  interest  to  remind  your  readers  of  the  reason  for  dropping  the  claim. 
As  part  of  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  of  1802  “  George  III  surrendered,”  to  quote  Oman,  “  to 
conciliate  the  First  Consul  Bonaparte,  the  ridiculous  old  title  of  King  of  France  .  .  .” — E.J.  W. 
Hildyard. 

Belgic  Coin  Moulds — Further  Notes.  In  the  “  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  ”  for  June, 
1960,  I  gave  some  brief  notes  on  Iron  Age  coin  moulds  from  St.  Albans.  During  the  summer 
I  made  further  enquiries  into  these  moulds  and  these  are  the  results.  They  have  been  found 
so  far  in  three  cantonial  capitals.  Verulamium  (St.  Albans),  Corinium  (Cirencester)  and 
Calleva  Atrebatum  (Silchester).  These  were  the  capitals  of  the  Catuvelaunii,  Dobuni,  and 
the  Atrebates,  respectively.  I  do  not  doubt  that  they  will  be  found  in  other  tribal  capitals 
in  future  years.  So  far  only  the  remains  of  these  mint  shops  have  been  found:  in  St.  Albans 
amongst  the  debris  of  Prae  Wood,  the  capital  of  Tasciovanus,  just  outside  the  Roman  town; 
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and  in  Cirencester  at  the  fort  of  Badgingdon,  also  not  far  from  the  Roman  town.  In  Silchester 
they  have  been  found  within  the  town  walls  itself.  At  Silchester,  the  moulds  are  very  frag¬ 
mentary,  but  are  exactly  the  same  as  the  others  from  St.  Albans.  At  Cirencester,  an  almost 
complete  block  was  found,  only  a  few  moulds  missing.  I  believe  that  this  year  a  complete 
block  was  found  at  Prae  Wood,  the  only  one  of  its  kind.  I  suggested  in  my  first  letter  these 
moulds  might  have  been  used  for  casting  complete  coins.  I  now  find  they  only  cast  blanks. 
The  actual  mint  shops  have  not  yet  been  discovered,  but  parts  of  large  crucibles  from  the  Prae 
Wood  debris  have  been  found,  which  perhaps  belong  to  the  mint  shops.  I  have  one  such 
fragment  blackened  by  burning.  In  Cirencester  the  actual  blanks  have  been  found,  along 
with  the  moulds,  but  I  have  unfortunately  not  yet  seen  any.  I  would  be  grateful  for  further 
information  on  these  or  other  coin  moulds  of  Belgic  date. — Lloyd  Laing. 

Campanian  Bronze  at  Derby.  Since  it  is  by  no  means  commonplace  for  Greek  coins 
to  be  dug  up  in  this  country,  you  may  consider  it  worth  while  to  print  the  following  note  in 
your  “  Bulletin.” 

I  have  recently  examined  about  a  dozen  coins  which  have  been  found  during  the  last  twenty 
to  twenty-five  years  in  excavations  connected  with  gas  mains  and  services  in  the  Derby  area. 
They  were  all  copper  or  bronze  of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries  and  of  no  particular  note, 
with  the  exception  of  the  following: — 

Campania.  Neapolis.  AL  19-21  mm. 

Obv.  Laureate  head  of  Apollo  to  left.  NEoroAiTfiN  before  head  (only  traces  of 
legend  visible),  o  behind.  Trace  of  border  of  dots.  Cf.  B.M.C.  213,  214  and 
221. 

Rev.  Man-headed  bull  to  r.,  crowned  by  Victory  flying  to  r.  No  letters  or  monogram 
beneath  the  bull  or  in  exergue  are  visible,  partly  due  to  the  coin  not  being  struck 
up  here,  and  partly  to  wear. 

Die  axis  | 

Enquiries  have  failed  to  produce  any  more  precise  information  as  to  the  find  spot  or  the 
date  of  discovery.  It  is  uncertain,  therefore,  if  the  coin  was  buried  in  antiquity,  or  if  its 
loss  was  more  recent. 

All  the  coins  are  preserved  in  the  new  Noel-Baker  School,  Derby. — E.  W.  Danson. 

Demonetization  of  the  Farthing.  The  Economic  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  stated 
in  a  written  reply  to  a  Parliamentary  question  on  July  29th  that  it  seemed  clear  that  the  farthing 
had  now  outlived  its  usefulness  and  that  the  convenience  of  the  general  public  could  best  be 
served  by  withdrawing  it  from  the  coinage.  The  Government  accordingly  proposed  to  advise 
the  Queen  to  issue  a  Royal  Proclamation  under  Section  11  of  the  Coinage  Act,  1870,  by  which 
the  farthing  would  no  longer  be  legal  tender  as  from  January  1st,  1961.  Until  that  date  it 
would  be  open  to  anyone  who  possessed  farthings  to  change  them  at  a  bank  for  coins  of  a 
higher  denomination. 

The  last  occasion  on  which  United  Kingdom  coins  were  demonetized  was  on  the  issue 
of  the  Royal  Proclamation  on  November  22nd,  1890.  This  called  in,  and  made  no  longer 
legal  tender  after  February  28th,  1891,  all  gold  coins  coined  before  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria. 

Copper  farthings  coined  before  December  1860  were  demonetized  by  a  Proclamation 
dated  May  12th,  1869,  which  put  out  of  currency  copper  coinage  of  all  denominations  coined 
before  December  1860  The  copper  coinage  was  replaced  by  a  bronze  coinage  authorized 
by  a  Proclamation  of  December  17th,  1860.  The  sizes  and  weights  of  the  bronze  coinage 
have  not  been  altered  since  then. 

Farthings  were  minted  in  most  years  from  1860  to  1956;  none  have  been  minted  since 
that  date.  Roughly  200  million  are  estimated  to  be  still  in  the  hands  of  the  public  and  the 
banks. — Accountants  Journal,  September ,  1960.

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  The  October  meeting  of 
the  Society  was  addressed  by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Quiggin,  on 
Modern  Decimal  Money.  The  speaker  examined  the 
history  of  plans  for  decimilisation,  and  then  commented 
on  the  most  recent  report  which  deals  with  the  problem. 

Sir  William  Petty,  in  1682,  had  urged  the  introduction 
of  a  penny  of  five  units,  as  an  aid  to  accounting,  but  the 
really  serious  decimalisation  comes  with  the  American 
War  of  Independence,  after  which  the  dollar  of  the 
Western  World  was  made  easily  divisible  into  100 
units.  Decimalisation  thus  acquired  an  anti-historic 
aura,  and  the  Napoleonic  wars  spread  decimalisation 
in  Europe.  In  England,  the  first  of  a  series  of  serious 
enquiries  was  made  in  1819,  by  a  Royal  Commission, 
which  recommended  a  decimalised  currency  on  the 
pound  as  unit.  Successful  parliamentary  campaigning 
produced  in  1849  the  first  decimal  coin  for  currency, 
the  florin,  one  tenth  of  a  pound.  The  next  Royal  Com¬ 
mission,  in  1853,  reported  against  change,  because  the 
£1  or  the  penny  would  go.  They  observed  the  public 
apathy  in  the  matter  also.  The  Decimal  Association 
was  formed,  by  a  Mr.  Brown,  M.P.,  which  Gladstone 
received,  telling  the  deputation  that  he  favoured  reform, 
but  feared  to  tamper  because  the  public  would  riot  if 
the  penny  was  altered.  There  had  been  riots  in  the 
Isle  of  Man  when  a  plan  to  equalise  the  local  coinage 
with  that  of  Britain  had  first  been  proposed.  The  next 
Royal  Commission,  in  1918,  enquired  from  the  business 
world  and  received  79  replies  to  3,000  questionnaires. 
Despite  this  apathy,  the  report  urged  reform,  on  the  one 
pound  basis. 

The  most  recent  report,  made  jointly  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  the  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  examined  both  deci¬ 
malisation  of  money,  and  the  adoption  of  decimal 
measurement.  The  report  urged  the  government  to 
make  a  decision  for  change,  based  on  the  one  pound  unit, 
divided  into  1,000  parts,  called  mils.  The  strongest 
argument  is  the  great  increase  in  cost,  the  longer  delay 
is  made.  The  report  estimated  that  the  conversion  of 
extant  measuring  machines,  etc.,  would  be  about  130 
million  pounds.  Those  who  are  zealous  for  reform  will 
watch  the  experiment  of  conversion  to  decimilisation  in 
South  Africa  with  great  interest. 

A  vote  by  members  of  the  society  shewed  eight  mem¬ 
bers  for  change,  and  ten  members  against. 


Kent  N.S.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  held  on  the 
14th  October,  S.  E.  Rigold  gave  an  interesting  talk  on 
the  Old  English  Coinage  in  Kent.  The  talk  was  illus¬ 
trated  by  lantern  slides.  Sceattas,  which  were  derived 
from  the  thrysma  coinage,  were  minted  in  Kent,  in 
great  quantities. 

Offa  struck  pennies  at  Canterbury  about  770  but 
so  did  the  Archbishop.  About  825  Egbert  of  Wessex 
minted  most  of  his  coins  at  Canterbury  but  he  also 
opened  a  mint  at  Rochester.  When  Athelstan  reformed 
the  coinage  in  about  930  new  mints,  besides  Canterbury 
and  Rochester,  were  commissioned  at  Dover  and 
Hastings.  In  late  Saxon  times  there  were  mints  at 
Sandwich,  Hythe,  Lympne  and  Romney.  Mr.  Rigold 
exhibited  a  Kentish  sceatta  of  the  bird  on  a  cross  type, 
whilst  Air.  Grove  exhibited  a  seventeenth  century  token 
of  John  Parton,  who  lived  at  Cranbrook.
